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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the application filed on October 28, 2003. Claims 1- 
20 pending. Claims 1-20 represent apparatus and method for fibre channel data 
processing in a storage process devices. 

Specification 

The attempt to incorporate subject matter into this application by reference to 
U.S. Patent Application Serial Number is ineffective because the reference document is 
not clearly identified as required by 37 CFR 1.57(b)(2)).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable over 
Teow et al. U.S. 6,785,742. 

Teow teaches the invention as claimed including scsi enclosure services (see 
abstract). 

As to claims 1,6, 11 and 16, Teow teaches a storage processing device, a fabric 
for coupling at least one host and at least one storage device, a network and a method 
for performing Fibre Channel traffic processing in a storage processing device, 
comprising: 

providing an input/output module including: port processors (figure 1), each port 
processor including a Fibre Channel node receiving and transmitting network traffic 
(column 6, lines 6-10); and 

a switch coupling said port processors (figure 2A); and 
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providing a control module coupled to said input/output module, said input/output 
module and said control module being configured to interactively perform Fibre 
Channel traffic processing (column 6, lines 6-18). 

As to claims 2, 7, 12 and 17, Teow teaches the storage processing device of 
claims 1 , 6, 1 1 and 16, wherein said port processors perform processing of FCP read 
and write commands and data and said control module performs processing of session 
management frames (column 6, lines 31-37). 

A to claims 3, 8, 13 and 18, Teow teaches the storage processing device of 
claims 2, 7, 12 and 17, wherein said control module further performs switch operation 
, functions (column 5, lines 57-62). 

As to claims 4, 9, 14 and 19, Teow teaches the storage processing device of 
claims 3, 8, 13 and 18, wherein said switch operation functions include at least one of a 
fabric controller function, a routing table development function, a name server function, 
a management function and a zone server function . (column 5, lines 57-62). 

As to claims 5, 10, 15 and 20, Teow teaches the storage processing device of 
claim 2, wherein said control module further performs FCP non-read or write 
operations (column 6, lines 31-37; column 6, lines 45-59)).
